take care of the grades through 
the first twelve years of the gen- ral 
school system, which includes the 
four years of High School work. 
This is just the work Brown 
Memorial is doing. 

It has not been our intention to 
continue High School work after 
such s course has been provided 
for by a County or City High 
School, but rather to devote our 
attention especially (if we continue 
graded school work at all) to pre 
paring students for the High 
School. Comparatively few in the 
rural districts are at present ready 
for it. Our first and greatest need 
it seems to us, is to strengthen the 
work of the elementary schools 
throughout the countv. supplying 
them with teachers who are able 
to take their pupils through the 
eighth grade, and who will inspire 
in them a desire to pursue their 
studies further. We are glad 
to say that this need is more and 
more being realized in the teachers 
ol the country schools 

The relation of a graded Public 
School in Mt. Vernon, to the 
County High School is a subject 
which will need to be discussed but 
which we can not take up here 
and now. 

Often daring the past year this 
remark has been made to us, “We 
do not think the New High School 
will hurt vour school,” but that, it 
seems to us, is not the question at 
issue, but rather, does tbe fact 
that Brown Memorial is doing 
graded school work hinder Mt. 
Vernon Irom having the kind of 
Public School it ought to have? 
Would it not be better that we
